dollar and have looked them over carefully. Since I 
did not receive a letter from you I presume one will 
be forthcoming. 

The big shock in your pressing is that the numerals in 
the l80li appear to be double struck or double cut while 
the rest of the design is perfectly normal. Is this 
true? 

I also noticed that the pressings, on the edge, showed 
only NIT LLAR* UNIT. The fact that 

all or part of the word "UNIT” is repeated indicates 
that the edge lettering machine was broken by the time 
these fakes were made. Did you make a memorandum which 
edge letters were visible and which were not? I could 
not tell the order in which they went around the coin 
from the four pressing you made of the edge. Would 
you be kind enough to enlighten me.

BYRON REED 


Byron Reed, who bequeathed his 
collection of coins, autographs and books 
to the City of Omaha, came as a young 
man to Omaha from Ohio in 1855* one year 
following the incorporation of the city. 
Throughout Omaha's early history, Byron 
Reed was a familiar and active leader in 
civic affairs. He established the first 
real estate firm in the city, one which 
is still in existence, and he surveyed 
much of the land for the early settlers. 
From i860 to 1866 he was County Clerk 
and in 1872 was President of the City 
Council. In his will he also gave to 
the city most of the land on which the 
Omaha Public Library was built and opened 
to the public in 189^. 

THE COLLECTION 


The Byron Reed Collection is but 
partially displayed due to a lack of 
space. The entire collection includes 
over 8, 300 coins and medals, nearly 
1,000 autographs, 5*000 pieces of bank 
notes and other paper currency. 

Tie display is arranged primarily by 
country and by date. Special emphasis is 
given to United States coins (including 
the colonials). Ancient Greek and Roman 
coins, coins of modern European countries, 
and United States patterns and trial 
pieces . 


THE ANCIENT WORLD 


ny of the Greek city-states are

World. Of particular interest here is 
the tetradrachm of Naxus, and the series 
of coins from Syracuse showing many 
types of hair-do. 

The outstanding rarity among the 
Egyptian coins is the silver coin of 
Cleopatra VII, of which only four or 
five specimens are known. 

The display of Roman coins is partic- 
ularly noteworthy because it represents 
an unusually complete collection of Renan 
emperors in all denominations. 

MEDIEVAL & MODERN EUROPE 


The coins of medieval and modern 
Europe , arranged in five cabinets, pro- 
vide a portrait gallery of the rulers of 
Europe over a period of 13 centuries, 
and bring to life - numismatically 
speaking - many famous figures of 
history. It is difficult to list satis- 
factorily individual coins of particular 
interest, for interests of collectors 
vary. Still, attention may be called to 
the fine collection of "dollar-size" 
coins of many European countries from 
the 17th to 19th centuries, to the 
Swedish plate money of 17 ^ 3 , the Napoleon 
five-franc piece issued during "'"'he 1 )0 
days", the "wild man thalers" of Bruns- 
wick, and the many fine gold coins 
throughout the collection. 

THE U. S, SERIES 

Some of the finest items in the 
collection are to be found in the 
United States series with many of the 
later pieces represented in proof 


condition. Special attention is called 
to the following pieces: 

1785 Immune Columbia cent 

1792 Washington silver half dollar 

1804 Silver dollar 

l84l Quarter eagle 

1875 Three dollar gold piece 

Following the regular U. S. Series 
is a display of private gold coins, many 
of the pioneer West. Among them are the 
1851 Augustus Humbert fifty dollar octagon. 
Mormon coins, the Dubosq five dollar piece 
and the "Pike's Peak" five and ten dollar 
pieces of Clark, Gruber & Co. 

Among the more than 400 U.S. patterns 
and trial pieces are a number of rare and 
scarce items.

Dear Hewitt: 

There is so much bull on the 1913 Liberty Head nickels that I 
am glad to clarify the matter you raise. 

The 1913 Liberty Head nickels, when they were acquired from 
the Green Estate, were in a special leatherette container which 
held 8 coins. There were 5 Liberty Head nickels, 2 proof, 
and 3 uncirculated. There was a regular 1913 Buffalo nickel 
and a 1913 Buffalo nickel appearing to be of copper. 

I have never really tested the copper piece as I always assumed 
it was a regular nickel , plated over. Perhaps the magnetism 
of nickel will enable me to determine this fact very easily. 

The eighth hole was empty. I still have the case, the Indian 
Head nickel, and the copper item. My specimen of the Liberty 
Head nickel, which was the best one, was sold by me because 
I concluded that these coins were nothing but artificial 
fabrications made at the mint, All five of the 1913 Liberty 
Head Nickels were examined by me and showed no uniformity 
of planche t surface whatever. 

If you need any more facts, let me know.
